Twenty years 
ago the city bought the old agri- 
cultural works property, now the N. 
& W. car shops, and 'g'&vc the bonds 
of the city, payable in twenty years. 
These bonds are due on May 1st. 


Mr. Seebohm said that the funds of 


the city being low, an effort had been 
made to sell other bonds to raise 
money to redeem these. Same had 
been advertised for thirty days, but 
owing to the demand for money by 
the government, they had failed to 
recieve a single bid for their bonds 
and something would have to be done 
to prevent the bonds'Of the city from 
going to protest. The finance com- 
mittee has been very fortunate, how- 
ever, in being able to secure some 
temporary loans with which to bridge 
over the present difficulties. Mr. See- 
bohm then offered a resolution that a 
temporary loan of $20,000 be made 
for sixty days at (i per cent, the same 
being for the purpose of temporarily 
renewing a debt, the loan to be made 
ih the following manner: Eight notes 
of $500 each, in favor of ,T. C. Adams, 
city clerk; one note of $1,000, in 
favor of the water works, and one 
note of $15,000, in favor of J. C. 
Adams, city clerk.

On Board the Flagship New York, OH 


yatanzas, April 28—The New York, 
the Puritan and the Cincinnati bom- 
barded the forts at the mouth of Ma- 
lanzas harbor Wednesday afternoon. 
There were no casualties on our side, 
but it is believed that the hail of iron 
which pounded in the forts must hare 
caused loss ot life to the Spaniards, 
though nothing ia known definitely. 
The engagement commenced at 12:57 
and ceased at 1:15. 


The object of the attack was to pre- 


rent the completion of the earthworks 
atPimta Gorda. A battery on the east- 
ward arm of the bay opened fire on the 
flagship, and this was also shelled. 


About 12 8-inch shells were fired 


Irom the eastern forts, but all fell 
short. About five or six' light shells 
were fired from the half-completed bat- 
tery. Two of these whizzed over the 
New York and one fell short. 


The ships left the bay for the open 


sea, the object of discovering the loca- 
tion of the batteries having been ac- 
complished. 


In the neighborhood of 300 shots were 


put on land from the three ships at a 
range of from 4,000 to 7,000 yards. 


Rear Admiral Sampson, when asked 


if he was satisfied with the result, said: 


"Yes, I am. I expected to be." 
The 


half-completed 
Spanish 
earthworks 


were apparently all plowed up by the 
shells. 


All the ships engaged showed excel- 


lent markmanship throughout the en- 
gagement, and when they were firing 
at the shortest range nearly every shell 
took effect. 


The forts which were bombarded 


were on a low-lying point and were 
considered merely earthworks. 


They did not make a good target, yet 


when the big guns were fired at the 
shortest range portions of the fort 
could be seen flying in the air at every 
shot. 


The Spanish batteries were silenced 


and practically destroyed. The forts 
fired the first shot, evidently not ex- 
pecting a reply. 


An English naval officer who was a 


spectator says he never before saw 
such accurate gunnery as shown by 
the men on the ships.

Washington, April 28.—There is no 


present purpose of the 
blockading 


squadron to bombard Havana or draw 
the fire of the shore batteries. 


The strategic purpose of effective 


blockade of the Cuban capital is being 
accomplished to the entire satisfaction' 
of the authorities here. 


There is no indication that a part of 


the fleet will be withdrawn for the pur- 
pose of affording additional protection 
to North Atlantic ports. 
; 


As to the reports of the imminence 


of a naval battle off the Philippine isl- 
ands, the naval authorities here seri- 
ously doubt whether the Spanish fleet 
will make a stand against the Ameri- 
can ships. 


Their reason for this belief ia that 


the Spanish fleet is very inferior to the 
American force under Admiral Dewey. 


The department is satisfied that the 


Spanish fleet will not go to do battle 
on the high seas with Admiral Dewey, 
but will remain in port to secure the 
protection of the batteries of Manilla, 
and the department is not exepecting 
an engagement for about two days. 


"Without giving any explanation for 


setting this time, the department al- 
lows it to be surmised that the estimate 
is based on its knowledge of Admiral 
Dewey's whereabouts. 


There is no certainty that there will 


be an engagement at ail in the imme- 
diate future, the main purpose of the 
American expedition being to seize and 
hold some suitable Spanish territory in 
the Philippines as a base of operations 
in Asiatic waters. 


May Be No Attack. 


It is possible that this can be done 


without attacking the other at all by 
seizing a suitable port on some adja- 
cent island, without fortifications, tha 
sympathies of whose inhabitants are 
toward the insurgents. 


The very fact that the Madrid offi- 


cials ostentatiously declared that the 
Spanish fleet had sailed to bombard the 
cities on the North American coast Is 
taken 33 a certain indication at the 
navy department of the utter improba- 
bility of such a movement. 


The navy department as yet has 


made no arrangements for the care of 
prisoners taken by our warships, but 
tbe legal officers of the department 
think they should be sent to the Bos- 
ton naval prison. 


In the war department there is a 


growing belief that 
the campaign 


proper in Cuba will not be in full 
swing before next fall, when the rainy 
icason has ended. 


The state department posted a no- 


tice stating it had been officially ad- 
vised of the issuance of 
neutrality 


orders by Italy, The 
Netherlands, 


6-vitzerland, 
Norway 
and 
Sweden, 


Russia and Colombia. 


To these should 
be 
added Great 


Britain, that country having issued a 
neutrality proclamation, although the 
state department has not yet been of- 
ficially advised of the fact 


It is supposed also that the official 


notice of France's neutrality will be 
received soon, as press despatches an- 
nounce that a 
proclamation 
was 


agreed upon by the cabinet council at 
Paris. 


Kansas Militia Disarmed. 


Topeka, April 28.—Governor Leedy 


took action which practically disarms 
the state National Guard, and there Is 
every indication that Kansas wilt have 
no troops ready for service outside the 
state for several weeks. It is clearly 
the purpose of the state administration 
to "turn down" the state militia, and 
the three regiments from Kansas must 
be made up largely of raw recruits. 


Alliance Was a Secret. 


Hongkong, April 28.—The co-opera- 


tion of the American fleet with the reb- 
els has been kept a strict secret. The 
latter await the arrival of the fleet, 
when Manilla must soon succumb. Ita 
defenses are in a wretched state. The 
Americans in'the Philippines are ani- 
ious to see 
British rule established 


there, and the proposal has been favor- 
ably received here.
